I. Claims 2-22, drawn to an exterior vehicle mirror system comprising a base, a 
reflective element assembly, a connection and a reinforcing element with 
particular reinforcing element details of being integrally molded with at least one 
of the base and the reflective element assembly (Bsp), classified in class 359, 
subclass 872. 

II. Claims 23-48, drawn to an exterior vehicle mirror system comprising a base, a 
reflective element assembly, a connection, a first reinforcing element associated 
with the base and a second reinforcing element associated with the reflective 
element assembly (ABbr), classified in class 359, subclass 872. 

2. Claim 1 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement between the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1. Upon the indication of 
allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall 
be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable linking claim will be 
entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, 
whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116;
